The Last of Mosse 


On the evening before the French Can­ 
adian, J o Mosse, took his departure for a 
permanent abiding place in the J oliet 
prison T h e T e l e g r a p h had an extended 
talked with the culprit, and although he 
does not understand the English, nor, 
perhaps, any other language well enough 
to converse very intelligently , still the 
scribe gained considerable knowledge as 
to his composition and general make up. 
He is, undoubtedly , a man of considera­ 
ble low cunning, and still his conduct 
throughout all that terrible week after 
the murder, appears very remarkable tor 
a man of ordinary intelligence. 
In the 
afternoon, and until nearly dark, of the 
day before he departed, Maggie Smith 
was with him and she appeared to join 
with the prisoner at one time in conjur­ 
ing suppositions as to who the g uilty man 
must be; she taking it for granted that 
Mosse was innocent. 
The first question 
propounded in the interview was: Have 
y ou any brothers or sisters living? And 
he replied: “ I have not; my brother died 
when.I was an infant; my sister died of 
consumption at the age of twenty years; 
roy mother died when I was but a y ear 
old.“ Here Mosse gave way completely 
to his feelings and broke down, weeping 
quite bitterly . 
After some time lie con­ 
tinued: 
“ My father is alive and I have 
had three letters from him since I have 
been arrested.” 
He said that his father 
was too poor to render any pecuniary as­ 
sistance to him. 
Do y ou think y ou had 
a fair trial, was asked? 
“ No, sir, I do 
not think I have had. 
I did want to talk 
when the judge sentenced me but I was 
afraid.” 
What were y ou afraid of was 
suggested? 
“ I was afraid I would break 
down; I could uot say what I wanted to.” 
What did y ou think of the sentence of 
the judge? “ It was pretty hard on an inno­ 
cent man,” was his reply . 
Were y ou 
ever charged with a crime before? 
“ I 
never had trouble of any kind before this 
happened.” ^ Have y ou any thing to say 
about y our treatment while*in jail? “ Mr. 
Edwards, Mrs. Edwards and the deputies 
have been very kind to me since I have 
been here? ” 
Did y ou receive thirty dol­ 
lars from a former employ er? 
“ I got 
thirty -two dollars from a former employ e 
on the 21st of December, of Massachu 
setts.” 
He desired T h e T e le g r a p h to 
state that it was not true that he had re­ 
ceived cakes, flowers, etc., while in pris­ 
on. 
Do y ou ev er expect to 
be aole to 
prove y our inno cence, was su ggested? 
“ I don’t think I can, but I am inno cent 
all the same. 
I hav e not 
any idea who 
done it.” 
Have y ou a trade? 
“ I am a 
sho emaker.’* 
Is it true that y ou co nfess 
to 
Peter Bershon that y ou 
mu rdered 
Frank Thiel? was put in a blu nt sort o f a 
way and his reply was that he did 
not 
kno w that it was any o f reporter’s busi­ 
ness. 
And he permitted himself to get 
into a considerable of a passion. 
In the ev ening o f the same day we call­ 
ed u po n Mo sse and he appeared qu ite 
easy in his manner and we tho u ght co n­ 
tented with his lo t. 
He leaned against 
the wall with his elbo w and his hand rest 
ing o n his head, and wo u ld smile at times 
du ring tho co nv ersatio n. 
He said that 
when the co u rt pro no u nced the sentence 
o n him he had intended to say to the Ju dge 
that he “ wu s accu sed o f that crime and 
he was su re he did no t co mmit it.” 
He 
wanted to say that he “did no t get a fair 
trial 
No 
bu t niv self kno w it, 
bu t 
1 am su re ! lid u o l;“ lie said in his bro k­ 
en English. 
“ There was,” he co ntinu ed, 
“ to o 
mu ch gu essing.” 
He tho u ght his 
atto rney , Mr. Bethea, did as well as any 
man co u ld do , bu t there “ was to o mu ch 
gu essing *by the witnesses,” against him. 
“The witnesses,” he say s, “did mo re 
gu essing than any thing else. 
So me wit­ 
nesses swear against me and it taint so at 
all 
1 had so me witnesses o n my 
side 
that said they wo u ld no t tell the tru th 
when they co u ld tell the tru th ju st so well 
as the o ther witnesses o n the o ther side 
The way they pu nish me I think they u se 
the witnesses o n the o ther side and no t 
u se my witnesses at all. They 
di d u se my 
witnesses when they benefit the o ther 
side. 
I made o u t my mind when I go t to 
co u rt the last day I speak my mind, bu t 
when I go there I co u ld no t say a wo rd;”

Feb. 6.—Lord Aberdeen, the 
Scotchman who is to be viceroy of the 
Irish, is only 39 years old, and is a member 
of the celebrated Gordon fam ily, which 
has furnished so many leaders and heroes to 
Great Britain. 
He is much more popular in 
Ireland than Lord Northbrook, who was un­ 
til late Friday afternoon considered certain 
to get that office. 
Aberdeen has been a 
warm personal friend of Mr. Gladstone, and 
at the time of the Liberal leaders’ last defeat 
—when ho was as near in disgrace as he ever 
was in his life—wont out of ljis way to give 
proofs that he still regarded Mr. Gladstone 
as tho only recognized loader.of the Liberals. 
Now that the ministry is complete, Mr. 
Gladstone’s formal statement of policy is 
looked for with increasing interest 
It Is 
supposed that this will be forthcoming when 
tho house meet* on Monday. 
The main 
points have doubless been correctly outlined 
in the semi-official extracts from the Mid­ 
lothian manifesto, which indicates a design 
to introduce a thoroughly satisfactory Irish 
land purchase scheme in the commons, to be 
followed by more or less extensive conces­ 
sions in regard to local self-government 
Mr. Morley’s appointnjent as chief secre­ 
tary for Ireland continues to inspire confi­ 
dence in the conciliatory attitude of the 
new government, and the inquiry which he 
is to establish as to the condition of the 
people in that unhappy isle is anticipated to 
bo the first really genuine^ investigation of 
this kind that has ever been attempted, inas­ 
much as tho element of sympathy will enter 
into the conclusions 
to be arrived at. 
Morley has enough home rule in his theories 
to be willing to report 
in favor of fully as 
great ftberty for the people as the circum­ 
stances seem to him to warrant, but is op­ 
posed to anything like separation. 
Michael D avitt made a speech at Hol­ 
loway Friday evening, in which he ex­ 
pressed his belief that of all the English 
statesmen anil politicians, 
Mr. 
Gladstone 
alone possessed sufficient courage, combined 
with sufficient ability, to grapple with the 
Irish problem, and to establish peace be­ 
tween England and Ireland. 
Gladstone, he 
said, had already, in a former administra­ 
tion, abolished the monstrous religious in­ 
equality which had crushed Catholic Ire­ 
land for many years. 
Ho had also, during 
his last term of office, made an honest at­ 
tempt to settle the land question in Ireland, 
aud had only failed becauso ho did not go to 
tho root of the oviL

VISIONS OF THE BLEST 


3UPPOSED TO GLADDEN THE EYE9 
OF A LITTLE GIRL. 


Remarkable Story from Weat Virginia— 
A Case That Puzzles the Pysiclans—The 
Neighbors Think There Are Strange 
Things in Heaven and Earth. 


W h e e l i n g , W. Va., Feb. 6. — The resi­ 
dents of Sand Hill, a hamlet in Marshall 
county, about twelve miles southeast of 
Wheeling, are “ all torn up” by a sensation, 
the fame of which has just reached Wheel­ 
ing. 
For two weeks the excitement has 
been growing in the vicinity referred to, 
the exciting cause 
being the 
peculiar 
phenomena attending the illness of a child, 
too young to be guilty of imposition, and 
whose case reminds one somewhat of the 
Fox Sisters and the “ Georgia Wonder,” 
though in most respects differing from both. 
Allowing for the credulity of the country 
people, there is surely something about the 
occurrences 
worthy 
of 
investigation. 
The 
facts 
were 
given 
to 
a 
correspondent by a well-known resident of 
the vicinity referred to, who claims to have 
aeen much that he narrates. 
The mysteri­ 
ous occurrences have been in progress for 
some length of time. 
Two weeks ago a 
little girl, aged 11 years, and a daughter of 
Mr. M. J. Huff, was taken sick at her 
father’s residence, two miles from Sand 
Hill, on Turkey Run. 
She was at first sup­ 
posed to have some affection of the throat. 
Two physicians were summoned, but after 
studying the case several days they ad­ 
mitted that they did not understand it She 
is still ill, and it is one of the peculiar symp­ 
toms, or perhaps results, of the disease 
which has caused on I is causing the excite­ 
ment 
The case as described to the correspond­ 
ent by Mr. M. Beal, of *Sand Hill, the gen­ 
tleman referred to, is an unique one. 
The 
child when attacked by ono of the inter­ 
mittent spells of the disease will shortly 
sink into a death-like trance and lie so 
sometimes for from four to six hours at a 
time. 
During this trance sho is apparently 
dead, and the iirst fit she took alarmed the 
family, who believed the little one really 
dead. 
After this 
stage 
passes 
off a 
series of strong convulsions seize the child’s 
framo, and her crms are thrown wildly 
about vrith a strength which strong men 
have bffan unable to overcome. 
When these 
spasms become gentler an ineffable smile 
overspreads the little girl’s face, and she 
raises her hand and extends it as if to shake 
hands with a friend, and her fingers clasp 
and unclasp, as if she really felt the grasp 
of a hand of flesh. 
This is followod by embraces, as if she 
held in her arms a babe, and the invisible 
object of her affections is kissed repeatedly. 
After this she laughs softly to herself, as 
though 
in 
conversation 
with invisible 
friends, or gazing upon some pleasing scene. 
The sight of one of these spells, all of which 
are more or less alike, is described as affect­ 
ing in the extreme, and the numerous visit­ 
ors who have been attracted to Mr. Huff’s 
house out of curiosity leave awe-stricken 
and amazed. 
Occasionally, instead of com­ 
ing to after one of these strange spells, the 
child becomes calm, seeming about to re­ 
cover, and partially opens hor eyes, which 
are unusually clear, but only to sink again 
into a comatose state, upon the conclusion 
of which tho same strange and 
pathetic 
sights are witnessed. 
Though, as before stated, over two weeks 
have elapsed since tho child's first convulsion 
or trance, she has in that time eaten scarcely 
anything. 
Sho takes a drink of milk or a 
little solid food when resting in the intervals 
between tho attacks, but her appetite seems 
appeased by a morsel. 
And the strangest 
part is to relate; 
Since her fourth year the 
child has l**en a cripple and of feeble health, 
yet now sho is unusually strong, her muscles 
seeming as hard as iron. 
Sometimes near 
the conclusion 
of 
an 
attack she will 
straighten out into a rigid position with 
such force as to propel her body upward 
until it comes in contact with the ceiling at 
full length. 
At such times she calls out to 
those around her in the most eager voice: 
‘ Oh, catch them! 
Won’t you please hold 
them for me? 
Don’t let them go away!” 
On one of these occasions hor father 
isked, “ Whom do you want me to catch ?” 
‘ Those people!” she said. 
“ Those people! 
Don’t you see them? ” 
“ No, dear,” soid Mr. Huff. 
“ Why, I see them with my eyes shat. 
They are all good people there, pa, and I 
am going there, too. 
Won’t you and 
mother come there, to©?” 
This last sentence she oft.m repeats. There 
is no reason to suspect the child of deliber­ 
ately acting a i>art. 
That hypothesis is un­ 
tenable 
Sho can not read, and, being a 
cripple, has gone but little, if at all, from 
homo since she was 4 years old. 
H**r par­ 
ents ar* not especially religious. 
Certainly 
sh • has never had an example of insanity 
from religious enthusiasm. 
These fact* are 
all vouched for by ths correspondent’s in 
ionum t, who is trustworthy.

BREWERS 
GIVE THE 
RESULT 
OF 
THEIR INVESTIGATIONS. 


T hey C onclude T ha t Sca rcity o f Sa loons 
D oes N ot D im in ish th e E v il E ffects of 
tho Traffic—E xpa nsion W a n ted for the 
Sa le o f H op (?) E ssence. 


A lbany , N. Y., Feb. 6.—The bill to reg­ 
ulate the sale of livuors which was pre­ 
pared by the Church Temperance society, 
of which Dr. Howard Crosby is a pillar, 
and sent to the legislature is a prominent 
topic of discussion. 
It provides for high 
licenses for different kinds of liquors the 
highest being $1,000 and running down to 
$25, which latter is for beer, cider or wine 
to bo sold by a storekeeper. 
The chief op­ 
position, mixed with commendation, thus 
far, comes from the United States Brew­ 
ers’ association, 
an 
outline 
of 
which 
is given 
below. 
It 
is 
asserted 
that 
the system 
of 
high 
license 
as 
gen­ 
erally applied in our country, instead of re­ 
moving restrictions on the sale of mild 
liquors, imposes additional, and for the most 
part exorbitant burdens upon tho beer traf­ 
fic, and thereby increases inebriety; no mat­ 
ter whether it diminishes tho number of 
drinking places or not 
The inquiries extend to the official records 
of Switzerland, and elaborate maps are 
printed to show the results of tho investiga­ 
tion. 
It is asserted that tho official records 
of the statistical bureau of that country 
show that the worst forms of tho evils of 
inebriety are often 
most prevalent in 
the 
very localities in which the number 
of drinkiug places is smallest, and that 
the number of drinking places is not in any 
manner a reliable indicator of the consump­ 
tion of drinks or of the effects of drinking. 
An example is given of the cantons of 
Valais and Korn. 
In the former, with six 
saloons for brewed and fermented liquors to 
every 1,000 inhabitants, there was one death 
from alcoholism, while in the latter, with 
four saloons for distilled spirits, there were 
eight deaths. 
In the canton of Thurgau, 
with twelve saloons to every 1,000, ther# 
were no deaths from alcoholism. 
Hera ev­ 
ery citizen of good moral character may 
engage in the liquor traffic, but the law fa­ 
vors dealers in malt liquors, and increases 
the tax on distilled liquors, a discrimination 
not made by the 
high-license laws 
in 
America. 
In Alsace-Lorraine, it is stated, whisky b 
cheap, and tho ordinary license law is in 
force. 
When, therefore, tho workingmeii 
can no longer afford to buy wine, they 
readily become accustomed to the use of 
cheap liquors. 
Alcoholism, formerly little 
known, has made rapid progress. 
It was 
thought that a high-license law would stay 
it. 
But tho authorities of Alsace-Lorraine, 
and especially the legislative representatives 
of that country, though much at variance 
in 
certain 
particulars, 
agree 
that 
the 
law can 
never attain 
its object 
un­ 
less the higher authorities impose heavier 
taxes upon 
ardent 
spirits, 
and unless 
locally a broad distinction is mado be­ 
tween these drinks and fermented liquors. 
It has been found that whenever tho number 
of public drinking places grew smaller, by 
reason of the license law, tho consumption 
of ardent spirits increased; while that of 
fermented drinks decreased. 
Since these 
experiences 
have become 
more 
widely 
known an agitation has sprung up in fuvor 
of the abolition of the license law and of 
the entire separation of the sale of ardent 
liquors from that a 
t malt and vinous drinks, 
so as to better enable tho authorities to im­ 
pose high duties upon the former traffic. 
Briefly stated, the conclusion of the brew­ 
ers relative to the situation abroad is that 
the highest degree of inebriety and alcohol­ 
ism prevailed in tho localities which had the 
smallest number of drinking places, the 
drink generally used being ardent spirits, 
that the highest degree of sobriety prevailed 
in localities where the number of drinking 
places was the largest, the beverages used 
being fermented liquors, and that under the 
op ration of laws designed to restrict the 
entire traffic fermented drinks were driven 
out by distilled spirits. 
The conclusion 
based on th -so facts is that for the purjx>s * 
of diminishing 
inebriety u reduction of 
sal on- is absclutely inessential; but that 
the question of the nature of drinks ofered 
for a e by retailers is of tho utmost im­ 
portance. 
in ■ **n ludon tho brewers argue that the 
restrictive effort of the tax laws should he 
confined to ardent spirits, so as to imj» urt to 
lMV»r traffic greater ¡» owor of expansion.
